I t therefore becomes the duty and pri­ 
vilege of those seeking help in Chris­ 
tian Science to become acquainted first 
and last with' God Himself. 


GOD AND HIS IDEA. 
When Moses was being commissioned 
by God to bring the children of Israel 
out of Egypt, he asked what name he 
should refer to God in reply to their 
question. We read in the book of Exo­ 
dus: 
" A n d God said unto Moses, I AM 
THAT I AM: and he said, Thus shalt 
thou say unto the children of Israel, I 
AM hath sent me unto y o u . " This di­ 
vinely chosen designation I AM reveals 
the essential nature of God. I t stands 
for being, self-existence, infinity, per­ 
fection. The great I AM is the ever­ 
lasting I AM, that was, and is, and 
ever shall be. He is Life eternal, with­ 
out beginning and without end, and 
His kingdom ruleth over all. The great 
I AM is one God, infinite and indivis­ 
ible. 
He is omnipotent, 
omniscient, 
omnipresent. H e is the creator of all 
that has existence, truth, reality, or 
essential being. 
He.acts as Principle 
governing through law and divine de­ 
cree. 
He is imperishable 
substance, 
and He gives unto man immortality, 
bliss, and the " b e a u t y of holiness." 
Moreover, Clod is Mind. 


Among Mrs. Eddy's many contribu 


vine Mind predicts no evil of its own 
creation. God, who made all that was 
made, and saw that i t was 
" v e r y 
good," does not doom His own man to 
decay, dissolution, and death. I t fol­ 
lows that such predictions, generally 
designated as laws of disease, have no 
divine origin and can be set aside with­ 
out doing violence to divine devrees. 
The spiritual understanding of this at 
once frees humanity from the dread of 
law and necessity supposed to be in­ 
corporated in disease. I t lifts the bug­ 
bear of incurability from t h e fright­ 
ened sense of the sick and sinning, and 
establishes them upon the sure founda­ 
tion of their divine rights to health, 
happiness, holiness, and through refor­ 
mation and repentance to heaven it­ 
self. By this test of the real and the 
unreal, humanity can sort out of its 
experiences the inevitable good 
from 
the seeming evil, the spiritual necessi­ 
ties from 
the material 
appearances. 
This process means growth, progress 
along the narrow way. I t makes plain 
the path from sense to Spul and is the 
modus operandi of Christian 
Science 
healing and reforming. In Science and 
Health 
(p. 469) Mrs. Eddy 
writes, 
" T h e exterminator of error is the great 
truth that God, good, is the only Mind, 
and that the supposititious opposite of 
infinite Mind—called (Irril or evil—is 


Hons to the right understanding of God, , 
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born into this world than it prepares to 
leave it. It is precipitated into a career 
of adventure among hidden foes, which 
appear from time to time as bad habits, 
diseases, losses, incapacities, and men­ 
tal, 
moral, 
or physical 
peculiarities, 
variously ascribed to inheritance, en­ 
vironment, accident, and the like. 


At every stage in material 
growth, 
material testimony stands ready to pre­ 
dict further dangers, and if by the grace 
of God the individual should escape the 
grasp of these 
detaining 
fears and 
reach his full powers, this same mater­ 
ial testimony provides for a steady de­ 
cline into a helpless and perhaps grace­ 
less old age. All that the physical sci­ 
ences may appear to do for the'allevia­ 
tion of human misery is nullified by tho 
belief they inculcated that man is a 
mortal, material being, whoso inovita- 
blo end can only bo postponed, never 
altogether put off. 
Nor is prevalent 
theology any less merciless townrd man, 
becauso it tenches that ho is a miser­ 
able sinner, and holds out no hope of 
salvation in the present, but only points 
to a future state of existence in which 
man may perhaps find his real nature in 
the courso of eternity. 


From many a stricken heart and mind 
goes up the cry for an explanation of 
ultimate 
certainty. 
Those 
hungering 
and thirsting after 
righteousness ask 
to bo instructed how they may distin­ 
guish that 
which is true from 
that 
which is false, that which is essential 
from that which is non-essential, that 
which is real from that which is unreal, 
They ask for tho understanding which 
will enable thorn to sort out from thoir 
lives that Hvhich is genuine and truly 
worth while, in order to abide by it 
and make it permanent. In other words, 
humanity cries out for an 
absoluto 
standard by which it shall be able to 
Tecognizo tho immutable, tho unvary­ 
ing, 
tho eternal 
and 
indostructnblo 
facts 
of existence 
I t 
demands tho 
truth, tho whole, truth, rind nothing but 
tho truth, and Christian Science is in a 
position to offor this truth which makos 
•froo, which saves, heals, regenerates, 
and redeems.

It can 
only be a pretense of a mind incapable 
of originating truth or of giving forth 
true impressions. Thus all envy, jeal­ 
ousy, fear, evil intent or desire, malice, 
revenge, all pnssionfl and appetites of 
the carnal mind, such as pride, deceit, 
hatred, sin, sickness, nnd death, being 
outgivings of that 
evil mind, 
when 
measured by tho stnndard of likeness 
or unlikeness to God, aro recognized as 
unlike Him, hence as unreal, untrue, 
and non-essential, as false and erron­ 
eous. Then it would follow that any 
train 
of 
events 
starting 
from 
such erroneous thinking is equally un­ 
real and untrue, and therefore need not 
bo admitted as having basis in fact. 
This enables any ono to reshapo his 
whole life, to set aside from his experi­ 
ence as unreal that which is unlike 
God, and to place himself wholly under 
tho law of God. 


MATERIAL 
LIFE.' 
Thus, again judged by this same test 
of godlikeness, what shall we say of 
material life, being, law/or belief! In 
Mind there enn be no matter. The con- 
copt of Mind and matter mentally ex­ 
clude each other. If God is Mind, and 
this is the teaching which,, proceeding 
from Christian Science, is constantly 
finding 
more general acceptance, thon 
thoro is no matter in God, and that 
which is not in the divine Mind cannot 
issue from it, hence matter is unlike 
God, and in the last analysis is unreal, 
untrue, and non-essential, as far as the 
absoluto truth of being is concerned. 
Mrs. 
Eddy has therefore followed out 
this reasoning to its logical conclusion 
by declaring that " m a t t e r is an error 
of statement" (Science and Health, p. 
277). 


This method of detocting truth from 
error is tho modus operandi by which 
humanity can disengage itself from tho 
grasp of ovil. One by ono it can tako 
off the fingors of false belief that have 
sojzed it, and hold it in subjection. 
Is 
any ono haunted by sin! Then make 
tho test. 
Ask the quostion, Is Bin god­ 
like, like God! Far bo it from us to ad­ 
mit any such supposition. 
Whatever 
sin many protend to bo, it cannot for 
na in stunt bo admittod as of divine 
origin; and if not of God's creation or 
mado in His similitude, sin is intrinsi­ 
cally unroal, untrue, and non-ossontial. 
Moreover, if that bo the case, thon tho 
sinner enn be reformed and tho sin for­ 
given; that is, sin can be made unreal, 
reduced 
to 
its 
nativo 
nothingness. 
Thoro is hopo for tho sinner if sin is 
unreal; otherwise there is no hope, and 
ho is doomed to pcrpotual bondage to 
a supposedly real entity. 


SICKNESS. 
" I s any sick among y o u , " and is his 
sickness inevitable! Is it of divine ori­ 
gin, supported by divine lnw and an es­ 
tablished necessity! 
If you wish to 
know 
definitely 
whether 
sickness is 
real, true, and essontial, apply tho test 
once more and ask the question, Is sick­ 
ness like God, godlike! Ono can hardly 
venturo to answer in tho affirmative, 
for that would imply that sickness can

part of tho thinking, operation, or ex 
presslou of that Mind. Sickness cannot 
issue from that Mind unless it is there 
already; and if it is there, thon God 
can think it. Tho admission that sick­ 
ness is real would create a vicious circle 
from which thero is no escapo excopt 
through tho simple, scientific 
reason­ 
ing that sickness, being unlike God, is 
unreal, untrtio, and non-essential. 


Thus it is possible to measure with 
scientific accuracy tho exact nature of 
overy experience that comes to human­ 
ity, BUCII as accidents, losses, onmities, 
false pretenses, evil predictions, pro­ 
phesies, and threats. Are those experi­ 
ences essential! Are they t r u e ! Are 
they r->«l i>< the absoluto sense! If they 
are real, they must partake of tho na­ 
ture of God. Now an accident cannot 
issue from (ho divine Miud, because 
that Mind contains only law, order, 
harmony, invariableness, regularity. It 
is impossible to associate infraction of 
law with tho divino Miud; 
thoroforo 
any such infraction must bo classified 
as a beliof apurt from God.

telligence or reality 
The importance of recognizing God 
ns the only Mind is clearly seen when 
the sad effects of believing in a suppo­ 
sititious opposite of the divine Mind 
aro learned by experience. Pnul desig­ 
nates this supposititious mind as the 
carnal or fleshly mind. Mrs. Eddy has 
described it more specifically as mortal 
mind, or the mind of mortals. This be­ 
lief in a mind apart frora God J s capa­ 
ble of all evil. I t would set up, if it 
could, a power opposed to God to nulli­ 
fy His decrees and dethrone His ma­ 
jesty. This belief attempts to defraud 
man of his rights and to rob him of 
everything that he holds dear. Mortal 
mind, if not corrected by spiritual un­ 
derstanding, will take from man his 
health, 
happiness, 
freedom, 
joy; his 
wealth, his friends, his good name; in 
short, all that humanity justly prizes. 
MORTAL MIND. 
Christian Science uncovers the pro­ 
cess by which this robber first entices 
his victim into a byway of error and 
then picks his pockets. Tho process is 
the exact reverse of tho method used 
by Cnristian Science in saving human­ 
ity from its woes. Mortal mind's meth­ 
od consists in inducing humanity to ac­ 
cept tho-untrue as true, the'unreal as 
real, the non-essential as essential, and 
then in tempting the deluded victims 
to strive after these falsities. In this 
way the carnal mind sendb its votaries 
on many a wild-goose chase, which can 
only end in disappointment and dis­ 
gust.

Then tho carnal or fleshly, of mortal 
or material mind; would suggest that 
substance was matter, and that to gain 
substance, man must strive to accumu: 
late matter. If the intended victim ac­ 
cepts this mortal suggestion,

substance-matter. 
Whether the 
victim does or does not accumulate mat­

Covina Orange Growers' Association 
Hew Done Somewhat Better Than 
Hold Its Own During Fast Year— 
Optimistic Outlook for Coming Sea­ 
son—Dollar Navels Predicted.

HELD HEBE ON MONDAY. 


The sixteenth annual mooting of the 
stockholders 
of 
the 
Covina 
Orange 
Growcrn' Association was held last Sat­ 
urday, Dec. 4, with a good representa­ 
tion of stock present. 


The 
secretary's 
annual 
statement 
showed among other things that 
the 
total navel shipments as compared with 
the 1914 crop, was only sixty-two per 
cent, and Valencia shipments 
flfty-flvo 
per cent, on nearly the same acreage, 
basing the 1014 crop as being normal. 
Further, it is interesting to note that 
tho average yield per acre on navels in 
1014 amounted to 420 field boxes; this 
season only 2(52 field boxes. 
Valcncias 
in 1014 averaged per acre 323 
field 
boxes; this year only 140 field boxes. 


Tho total shipments from this house 
of 
all varieties for 
the season 
was 
113,970 boxes; or 285 cars. These wore 
divided into 00,180 boxes of 
navels, 
regular bloom, netting the members 88 
cents per pricked box, being the highest 
average of any association in the local 
exchange; 0,123 boxes of navels, off 
bloom, netting the growers $1.12 per 
box, this being the highest 
average 
paid 
to any association 
in 
the 
Ex­ 
change; 28,308 boxes of Valcncias, reg­ 
ular bloom, netting the growers $2.50 
per box; and 0,571 boxes of off bloom 
Valcncias netting tho growors $2.42 per 
box. 
These prices for Valencias com­ 
pare- favorably with any houso in the 
district for all grades and sizes, and 
etiver 
shipments 
during 
May, 
June, 
August, fteptjcmbor, and nil of October. 


Going over a period of ton-year aver­ 
ages on all varieties of oranges, this 
association has paid its members this 
year seven cents per box more than the 
average for preceding ten years. 


As is tho custom with this associa­ 
tion, a few new directors wero elected. I 
This year three now members were add­ 
ed to tho board of directors, making 
tho board consist of L. L. Ratekin, H. 
M. Houser, A.^. B. Evans, Thos. Tra- 
wook, S. 8. Aschonbrennor, Louis Har­ 
ris, B. T. Vining, F. B. Greonloaf, B. 
M. Douglass, J. O. Houser, Geo. Kellar, 
Tho officers for tho coming year aro:

church sorved to tho members' and in­ 
vited guests, numbering about 120, a 
very substantial dinnor. 


Tho aftcrnon was devoted to speak­ 
ing. Among thoso present and speaking 
was Prof. II. 8. Fawcott of tho patho­ 
logical institute of Whitticr, who gave 
n very interesting talk on gum disease. 
Tho speaker 
got right down

heart of things, and by tho number of 
questions tiBkod, groat interest was be­ 
ing taken in a subject that is none too 
well understood 
by tho 
majority 
of 
tho growors, although acknowledged to 
bo a serious monace, 


Tho next spoaker, J. 8. Soulo of Co­ 
vina, a local contractor and nn author­ 
ity on pruning, gavo a very practical 
talk along this lino, and among other 
things pointed out to the growors that 
thoy must let sunlight into tho trees if 
the trees aro to got back to normal 
crops, and further, that pruning moans 
higher grndo 
fruit. 


The mooting as a wholo was one of 
tho most interesting 
hold 
in 
many 
years. Tho growors appoared interest­ 
ed and in full harmony with tho work 
that is going on to got more money for 
their fruit, and a spirit of cooperation 
was tho keynote 
all along tho lino. 
Members of tho association aro pre­ 
dicting that tho scasou will bring forth 
a largo amount of 
dollar n o t " nuvols. 


A large number of old-time friends 
and relatives attended the funeral on 
Monday at 2 o'clock at the Presbyter­ 
ian church of L. JD.
